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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 9-12 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising the compounds described by formula (I), for instance, the compound when 
R 1 =alkyl, R 2 =R 3 =R 4 =H and X=C 2 alkyl and the compound when R 1 =alkyl, R 2 =R 3 =R 4 =H 
and X=Cio alkyl. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

During a telephone conversation with Gregg. C. Brown on 3/15/04 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to begin prosecution with the species defined by claim 
12 as the elected species. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
replying to this Office action. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 
An first Office Action on the merits follows: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The elected species (the subject matter of claim 12) and its obvious variant have 
been searched and are deemed free of the prior art. The obvious variant is defined 
when x=butyl, all other variables being the same as in the elected species. The search 
was therefore expanded as called for under current Office Markush practice, a 
compound by compound search, to include a single additional compound. That 
compound is defined when: R 1 =R 2 =Ethyl; X=C 3 alkyl and R 3 =R 4 =H. A rejection follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign count. y or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 9-1 1 , in so far as they read on the next examined species defined above, 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Comptes Rendus 
des Seances de I'Academie des Sciences, Serie C: Sciences Chimiques (1969), 
268(15), p. 1407-9 (CAPLUS abstract). The reference teaches a number of applicant's 
compounds, for instance: RN=231 96-46-5.
